THERE are six furlongs 
added to the Porthcawl 
Lions Boxing day Fun Run 
this year; but those already 
entered or considering 
entering should not panic, 
you will not have to run 
any further! 

The course is still 38 furlongs 
(4.75 miles); the extra six are the 
Furlong family, who have all 
entered the run for the first 
time. 

The Fun Run, started by the 
‘Nutters’ from the Hi-Tide in 


1981 was taken over by the 
Lions Club of Porthcawl in 
1995, when the group disband¬ 
ed, and has been run by them 
every year since, with tremen¬ 
dous support from Fran and 
Geoff Dower. 

The run starts from the Hi- 
Tide at 11am (all competitors to 
register by 10.30am), and the 
course goes along the 
Promenade to Mallard Way, 
down Fulmar Road, through the 
playing fields, up Locks Lane, 
back down the common, along 
the Promenade, finishing at the 
Hi-Tide. 


The entry fee is £5 for adults 
and £1 for under-16s. There are 
different age groups for men 
and women, a plaque for the 
winner of each category, a 
medal for every finisher and a 
special prize for the best entry in 
fancy dress. 

John Cosson (Porthcawl 
Lions) said: “This is an annual 
fun event anyone can enter, so 
why not come along on Boxing 
Day and work off the excesses of 
Christmas? Since the distance is 
unique, you might just become 
the unofficial world recordhold- 
er over 38 furlongs!” 


Assembly survey says 
our libraries are just 
too old and too small! 


Three

after 

assault 


BRIDGEND’S library service 
is spread too thinly across 
buildings that are often unfit 
for purpose. 

That was the conclusion of a report 
presented to the cabinet of Bridgend 
County Borough Council (BCBC) 
which looked at how Bridgend com¬ 
pares with Welsh public library stan¬ 
dards. 

The service has just been assessed 
by the Welsh Assembly Government, 
which found that it met five of the 14 
standards, with a further three partly 
achieved. 

Bridgend improved its position in 
the two years before 2008, as a result 
of increased revenue for books and 
computer provision. 

However, officers have warned that 
to achieve any more improvements by 
the target date of 2011, additional 
funding for books will be needed - 
either through extra funding or by re¬ 
allocating money within the budget 
from areas which could be cut without 
having an adverse effect on perform¬ 
ance. 

An analysis of Bridgend’s service 
has found that there is an under provi¬ 
sion of books, but an over-provision 
of library buildings - especially too 
many small, poorly performing ones. 


There is also a lack of larger 
libraries to serve the main centres of 
population in Bridgend, Porthcawl 
and Maesteg. 

The report goes on: “The net out¬ 
come of these factors is a service that 
has become spread too thinly across a 
largely unfit-for-purpose physical 
infrastructure, resulting in a high 
spend on staffing and maintenance 
costs, at the expense of quality book 
provision and customer service.” 

The report says that as a result of 
the current budget pressures on the 
council, it is essential that a review of 
library services takes place to deter¬ 
mine the best way to develop the serv¬ 
ice, so that high-quality provision is 
delivered in the most cost effective 
way. 

This review is being carried out at 
present and will report its recommen¬ 
dations to cabinet in January. 

The review will look at the usage 
of each library, hour by hour; cus¬ 
tomer satisfaction, surveys of lapsed 
and non-users, comparisons with other 
councils plus a detailed analysis of the 
condition of library buildings and 
their running costs. 

The review also aims to establish a 
service that will meet local needs and 
aspirations in the most cost-effective 
way.

Report says council can’t 
carry on subsidising 
Bridgend leisure centres 


WHOLESALE 
changes to the pro¬ 
vision of sports and 
leisure facilities 
and services in 
Bridgend are likely. 

A major action plan is 
due to be reported to the 
borough council cabinet 
in January, following 
“extensive” consultation 
with sports clubs, 
schools, community 
groups, the Sports 
Council for Wales and 
others on the options 
under consideration. 

In a report to the cab¬ 
inet on the consultation, 
Mark Shephard, head of 
Healthy Living, said that 
the status quo was not an 
option. 

He said that the cur¬ 
rent sports and leisure 
service was not “fit for 
purpose.” It is operating 
against a background of 
increasing costs, a drop¬ 
off in income and atten¬ 
dance at leisure build¬ 
ings whose condition is 
deteriorating, and which 
are becoming less safe 
and attractive. 

He said that a signifi¬ 
cant proportion of the 
population was not 
using the service regu¬ 
larly, and there were 
high levels of physical 
inactivity and poor 
health in the borough. 

Mr Shephard said that 
the council’s role would 
increasingly become 


one of a facilitator and a 
commissioner of servic¬ 
es, rather then a direct 
provider. 

He went on: “There is 
currently an over¬ 
reliance on the provision 
of facilities, with insuf¬ 
ficient investment in 
local community activi¬ 
ties, promotion of the 
outdoors and voluntary 
club support.” 

He warned that it 
would be impossible to 
try to deliver everything 
for everyone, and it was 
unlikely that any addi¬ 
tional funding would be 
available from the coun¬ 
cil. 

Savings had to be 
made from within the 
existing service, so that 
it could be invested in 
new activity. However, 
capital funding will still 
be needed to upgrade 
and renew those facili¬ 
ties which the council 
decided to support after 
the rationalisation has 
taken place. 

The report in January 
will include a detailed 
assessment of the finan¬ 
cial implications of 
delivering a reconfig¬ 
ured service. 

Bridgend Recreation 
Centre will be put under 
the microscope in that 
report, because although 
it attracts 500,000 users 
a year, it also has the 
highest subsidy of 
£900,000. 


Man held after 
woman attacked 

POLICE in Bridgend have arrested a 27- 
year-old local man on suspicion of 
attempted murder and aggravated bur¬ 
glary following an incident in North 
Cornelly early on Wednesday morning 
(December 16). 

A 78-year-old woman suffered non life-threaten¬ 
ing injuries, and has been treated at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital, police reported. 

Detective Inspector Jason Redrup said that they 
are not looking for anyone else in relation to the 
incident. 

He said: “We are appealing to anyone who may 
have seen anybody behaving in an unusual or suspi¬ 
cious manner in the vicinity of Heol Degwm and 
Mountain View, up until 5 am on Wednesday. 

“We are also looking for a lady’s brown handbag 
with six pockets on the outside and a black purse, 
and ask that local residents check their gardens, bins 
or any footpaths.”

The draft sports and 
physical activity strate¬ 
gy, which was the docu¬ 
ment that went out to 
consultation, states that 
the leisure market has 
changed significantly 
since Bridgend 

Recreation Centre was 
built in the 1970s and 
customers’ needs were 
now very different. 

The report went on: 
“Many of the current 
facilities at the centre 
are tired and in need of 
significant investment. 
The nature of the design 
of the building and its 
age means it is expen¬ 
sive to run and difficult 
to maintain.” 

This gloomy situation 
is mirrored in the neigh¬ 
bouring Vale, where a 
review has painted a 
similar picture of its 
leisure centres. 


Vale Council officers 
have produced a ‘wish 
list’ of upgrades and 
refurbishment needed in 
leisure centres - and 
have suggested that their 
council looks for private 
sector partners. 

Their report stated 
that there were private 
companies who were 
interested in moving 
into the running of pub¬ 
lic leisure facilities. 

The report also sug¬ 
gested that the required 
investment might come 
from a new ‘partner’ 
and in return that partner 
would take a role in run¬ 
ning the centre. 

In the case of 
Bridgend, the January 
action plan will look at 
whether to invest in the 
current facilities, or 
relocate them to other 
sites, such as schools.

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Borough council gets 
new powers to tackle 
under-age drinking

NEW powers to 
tackle under-age 
drinking have been 
handed to Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council. 

Local Trading 
Standards officers can 
issue an £80 fixed penal¬ 
ty notice for disorder to 
anyone found selling or 
supplying alcohol to 
under 18s. 

The new powers fol¬ 
low a joint initiative 
with all four of Wales’s 
police forces and covers 
18 of the 22 Welsh local 
authorities. 

Helen Picton, head of 
the council’s Trading 
Standards played a key 
role in bringing both 
Bridgend and other 
Welsh councils on board. 

Deputy Leader, Coun 
David Sage, said: 
“Trading Standards 
already operate a rigor¬ 
ous inspection and 
enforcement policy 
when it comes to tack¬ 
ling underage drinking 
and sales to minors. 


“These include carry¬ 
ing out test-purchase 
checks on traders to 
establish whether they 
will sell alcohol to 
youngsters, as well as 
prosecutions and reviews 
of alcohol licences. 

“BCBC is committed 
to protecting our young 
people from the dangers 
of underage drinking and 
these new powers will 
be an extra weapon in 
our armour as we contin¬ 


ue to tackle this serious 
issue. We should never 
underestimate the dan¬ 
gers of underage drink¬ 
ing for youngsters and 
their communities.” 

Helen Picton added: 

“I am delighted that this 
new power is now avail¬ 
able to assist us in this 
important area of work. 
Although the penalty is 
issued to the person at 
the till, we will still con¬ 
tinue to take the neces¬ 


sary action against the 
licence holder as well. 

“Premises selling 
alcohol need to have 
clear procedures for staff 
training and make sure 
staff clearly understand 
that if there is any doubt 
whether a purchaser is 
old enough to buy alco¬ 
hol then proof of age is 
requested. 

“If there is any doubt, 
then the sale must be 
refused.” 

Ms Picton and Coun 
Sage, have attended a 
special ceremony at 
Newport’s Celtic Manor, 
hosted by the Chief 
Constable of Gwent 
Police Mick Giannasi, 
certificates were present¬ 
ed to all the newly- 
accredited trading stan¬ 
dards officers by rele¬ 
vant police forces. 

Mr Giannasi said: 
“This is a welcome 
extension of the policing 
family and enables a 
speedier, quick and 
effective justice and can 
reduce the administrative 
burden on the courts.” 


Borough council is set to 
take over traffic wardens 


TRAFFIC wardens 
are set to disappear 
from Bridgend’s 
streets by the end of 
next year. 

South Wales Police 
have confirmed they will 
no longer enforce park¬ 
ing restrictions and other 
traffic orders in order to 
save money. 

They were going to 
withdraw from April 1 
next year, but agreed to 
postpone that until 
December 31. 

Councils can now 
enforce double yellow 
lines and other restric¬ 
tions and could appoint 
their own wardens. 

Police want councils 
to decriminalise parking 
and introduce civil park¬ 
ing enforcement. 

A report to Bridgend’s 
cabinet, revealed that the 
council would have to 
apply to the Welsh 


Assembly Government 
to assume the powers 
necessary. 

All fines imposed 
from parking are 
retained by the council 
to pay for the cost of 
employing the wardens. 

Council officers have 
warned that illegal and 
obstructive parking can 
create a serious road 
hazard, as well as con¬ 
gestion. 

They said that illegal¬ 
ly parked vehicles can 
interfere with the free 
flow of traffic, stop the 
movement of emergency 
vehicles and buses and 
also affect driver visibil¬ 
ity, screening pedestrians 
and cyclists. 

At present, police 
employ four traffic war¬ 
dens in Bridgend, but 
officers warn that this 
number will reduce over 
the next year as wardens 
seek new jobs and they 


are unlikely to be 
replaced. 

They point out that by 
next December there 
may be very little 
enforcement by police of 
parking restrictions. 

They say that the 
police will remain liable 
until the council agrees 
to take up the civil 
enforcement powers - if 
it agrees to do so. 
However, it is likely that 
the criminal sanction 
will not be enforced. 

The report goes on: 

“If the police proceed 
with the removal of 
parking enforcement the 
lack of this service, 
without any alternative 
facility, would cause 
serious road safety and 
traffic flow issues. 

“The council must, 
therefore, work in part¬ 
nership with South 
Wales Police to ensure 
an appropriate outcome 


to this issue.” 

Officers say that tak¬ 
ing on these powers 
would have potential 
benefits, as they would 
have control over the 
deployment of the new 
council wardens across 
the highway network. 

The council receives a 
considerable number of 
complaints about illegal 
and obstructive parking 
and they would be able 
to organise a targeted 
response, which could 
be more effective than 
the present system. 

The report says that 
there would be “signifi¬ 
cant” set-up costs for the 
scheme plus “consider¬ 
able” on-going opera¬ 
tional costs. 

Councils who have 
already introduced it 
have had mixed results, 
with some eventually 
covering their costs from 
the fines, but others have 
failed to do so and have 
had to subsidise the 
scheme from other 
income. 

Authorities through¬ 
out the South Wales 
Police area are affected 
and the cabinet has 
agreed to co-operate 
with the neighbouring 
Vale Council, Rhondda 
Cynon Taff and Merthyr 
in commissioning a 
study to look at all the 
issues. 

SEWTA (South East 
Wales Transport 
Alliance) will also con¬ 
tribute £10,000 towards 
the cost. Each council 
will pay between £3,000 
and £5,000. 

The Bridgend cabinet 
will receive a further 
report once this study 
has been completed and 
will then make a deci¬ 
sion.

School news 
at Llanhari 


PERMISSION has 
been given by 
Bridgend planners 
for the conservato¬ 
ry at a listed 
Victorian house to 
be demolished. 

The conservatory at 
Cae Court, in Merthyr 
Mawr Road, Bridgend, 
was damaged beyond 
repair in a fire and the 
owners, who are 
Riversdale Surgery, 
applied for consent to 
demolish. 

Bridgend Civic 
Society has opposed the 
plan, arguing that the 
conservatory should be 
rebuilt, as did Bridgend 
town council. 

In his report, planning 
officer David Llewelyn 
said that the house was a 
Grade Two listed 
Victorian gothic house. 
The conservatory, at the 
front of the house, had 
been added later and was 
Edwardian. It was 
attached to the original 
entrance porch and

linked the house to the 
road. 

In a letter to the coun¬ 
cil, Charles Thorp of 
Bridgend Civic Trust, 
said that the house had 
been left unoccupied for 
years and had deteriorat¬ 
ed. 

He said that the trust 
had urged the surgery 
and the council to ensure 
that the house was put to 
good use, but it was neg¬ 
lected and vandals got 
in, resulting in the fire 
that all but destroyed the 
conservatory. 

He went on: “It is the 
contention of Bridgend 
Civic Trust that the own¬ 
ers be obliged to restore 
the conservatory to its 
original state, and to safe 
guard the rest of the 
building with a view to 
early occupation. 

“We feel that if a site 
is owned with an 
unwanted building in 
situ, it is too easy to let 
it fall into disrepair, thus 
making demolition the 
only option. Allowing 
this application will set a 
precedent for others. We 
therefore urge that this 
application be refused.” 

Mr Llewelyn said that 
the conservatory was 
part of the special archi¬ 
tectural and historic 
interest of the building 
and it was regrettable it 
had been destroyed by 


fire. But he added: “It is 
not, however, a part of 
the original building. It 
is considered that it was 
likely to have been 
added in the early 20th 
century.” 

He said that the con¬ 
servatory could not be 
repaired because of char¬ 
ring to the timbers but 
using photographs, it 
would be possible to 
construct a reasonable 
facsimile. 

He added: “The main 
issue is whether the con¬ 
servatory should be 
reconstructed.In historic 
terms, the interest in the 
structure lay primarily in 
the fact that it was an 
example of a Messenger 
and Co conservatory. 
This company was 
famous in Victorian and 
Edwardian times for 
their greenhouses and 
conservatories. 

“It can be argued that 
any reconstructed con¬ 
servatory would be a 
modern replica only and 
therefore any historic 
interest has already been 
lost.” 

Mr Llewelyn said that 
the conservatory was 
always an “awkward 
addition to the house, 
colliding rather uncom¬ 
fortably with the porch 
and jarring against the 
gothic character of the 
front.” 


He went on: 
“Originally, the south¬ 
east facing conservatory 
must have created a 
pleasant leafy entrance 
to the house from a quiet 
country lane. With the 
change of commercial 
use and the urbanisation 
of the context, however, 
the porch became more 
of a liability as a magnet 
for vandalism.” 

Mr Llewelyn said 
there was little justifica¬ 
tion for trying to get the 
conservatory rebuilt. 

He said that any 
money available would 
be better spent renovat¬ 
ing the main house, and 
also on repairing fire 
damage to the stone 
porch and the door of 
the original house. 

The committee was 
told that Cae Court is 
about to be sold to new 
owners and any unhelp¬ 
ful intervention by the 
council could delay or 
prevent the sale going 
through. 

Mr Llewelyn recom¬ 
mended granting consent 
for the demolition sub¬ 
ject to the salvage and 
conservation of the met¬ 
alwork of the conserva¬ 
tory, which is to be 
stored. The porch is also 
to be made good. 

Listed building con¬ 
sent is subject to the 
approval of CADW. 


IRON railings 
removed from 
Newcastle Hill dur¬ 
ing the war have 
been replaced. 

Coun Mervyn Lewis 
and Coun David Unwin, 
who represent the 
Newcastle Ward on 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council, 
worked with the coun¬ 
cil’s regeneration depart¬ 
ment and Valleys to 
Coast to install replace¬ 
ment railings to the 
design of the original 
ones. 

Coun Unwin said: “A 
unique piece of the his¬ 
tory of Newcastle Hill 
has been restored. In 
order to assist the war 
effort, railings were 
removed from properties 
around the country and 
the metal was re-used. In 
many cases, these rail¬ 
ings were never replaced 


in peacetime.” 

He said that the resi¬ 
dents of the four proper¬ 
ties involved were 
delighted, as they have 
regained some privacy 
for their frontages and 
the street scene has also 
been vastly improved. 

Coun Unwin added: 
“This is in a conserva¬ 
tion area and on the 
original pilgrim route up 
Newcastle Hill to the 
former hospice of St 
John. 

He added: “BCBC has 
been urged to investigate 
the ways and means of 
restoring the former hos¬ 
pice, which has stood 
empty and abandoned 
for far too long. It is 
essential that this impor¬ 
tant part of Bridgend’s 
mediaeval heritage is 
restored, and brought 
back into some type of 
community use.”

Trespasser’s fall lands owners 
of the Cor nelly quarry in court 


A QUARRY owner 
has been fined 
£10,000 after a 
teenage trespasser 
was seriously 
injured in Bridgend 
last year. 

The Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE) prose¬ 
cuted Tarmac Ltd of 
Wolverhampton - the 
owners of Cornelly 
Quarry - after a 15-year- 
old boy gained access to 
the site and fell around 
50ft. He suffered a bro¬ 
ken elbow, fractured 
wrist and chipped pelvis 
in May 2008. 

The incident led to 
Tarmac Ltd pleading 
guilty on December 11 
to a breach of 
Regulation 16 of The 
Quarries Regulations 
1999 at Cardiff Crown 
Court. They were fined 
£10,000 with costs of 
£6,930.85 . 

HSE’s investigation 
revealed that a dense, 
impenetrable hedge run¬ 


ning between the bound¬ 
ary of Cornelly Quarry 
and Heol y Splot had 
been removed in prepa¬ 
ration for expansion of 
the quarry but, because 
work had been delayed, 
it had been temporarily 
replaced by two lines of 
earth banks, which the 
injured youth, along 
with others, had easily 
been able to climb. 

HSE Inspector Alan 
Strawbridge said: “The 
youth clearly should not 
have been trespassing in 
the first place, but quar¬ 
ry owners are more than 
aware of the dangers 
posed by their sites, and 
have a duty to take rea¬ 
sonable precautions to 
prevent trespassers gain¬ 
ing access. 

“In this case, the earth 
banks were not suffi¬ 
cient, and while they 
were only temporary, 
there should have been 
more robust measures in 
place. 

“There are some clear 


messages arising from 
this case. Quarry owners 
and managers need to 
fully risk-assess the dan¬ 
gers of their sites and 
proper measures to man¬ 
age those risks. 

“Additionally, there is 
a message to the public 


that quarries are not 
leisure amenities and 
trespassing can result in 
serious injury. 

“In this case, the boy 
was lucky, as a 50ft fall 
would usually result in 
more serious injuries and 
potentially prove fatal.”

Barnardo’s expanding its 
schools counselling service 


A SUCCESSFUL 
Barnardo’s schools 
counselling service in 
the Vale will double 
its size next term as 
pupils at eight second¬ 
ary schools and ‘the 
pupil referral unit’ 
will have the chance 
to benefit from the 
service. 

The expanded service, 
available from January 
2010, is intended to help 
pupils in years 7 to 11 
deal with issues that 
have an impact on their 
emotional well-being, 
such as bullying, 
bereavement and family 
breakdown. 

Jason Baker, 
Barnardo’s Cymru man¬ 
ager, said: 

‘This is the first 
service of its kind that 
Bamardo’s has been 
involved with in Wales. 

“One in five young 
people in Wales suffer 
from mental health 
issues, so there is clearly 
a real need to give emo¬ 
tional support to young¬ 
sters, particularly when 
they are going through a 
major transition like 
adolescence. 

“To be able to access 
this kind of service 


through school means 
young people will realise 
it’s okay to ask for help 
and talk about their 
problems, which will 
help to combat the stig¬ 
ma that can often be 
attached to counselling.” 

Barnardo’s Cymru has 
already appointed coun¬ 
sellors to deliver and 
develop the service. 

• Last week’s GEM 
story headlined 
‘Authorities should act 
more decisively against 
the bullies ’, which told 
the story of a schoolboy 


who claimed he had 
been victimised by fellow 
pupils, leading to two 
breakdowns, drew calls 
to our newsroom. 

The general response 
was that people were 
glad the issue had been 
aired, with some specu¬ 
lating as to where the 
school is situated. 

The GEM will not 
divulge any details of 
either the pupil or the 
school involved, and 
warns readers not to 
make any assumptions 
on the location of the 
school, as the authorities 


and the family continue 
to seek ways of resolving 
this difficult problem.

THE first official engagement carried 
out by the new Welsh Assembly First 
Minister, Carwyn Jones, turned out to 
be in his own constituency - and it fea¬ 
tured a strong strand of local history. 

The Talbot Institute in Kenfig Hill had long 
planned to unveil three plaques relating to people 
who had contributed to its history, and plans were 
made well before the Bridgend AM decided to stand 
for his new position. 

As the master of ceremonies on the night 
explained, it was very nearly the centenary of the 
institute. He told the invited guests: “Although the 
Talbot wasn’t officially opened until 1911, we 
believe that work started towards the end of 1909.” 

He explained that the three plaques marked three 
significant occasions in the life of the Talbot. 

He said: “The first is in memory of Emily Talbot 
of Margam, who had great feelings for the people of 
Kenfig Hill. 

“She presented the Talbot Institute to Kenfig to 
give social intercourse and study, and to teach men 
to think. It was run by the miners, who provided a 
library, reading room, billiards and other activities.” 

He continued: “The second plaque is to com¬ 
memorate the occasion when MP Ray Powell, as he 
then was, re-opened the institute following a com¬ 
plete renovation in March, 1987. 

“Following several years of uncertainty, the 
Talbot was saved for the village, and this was due 
entirely to the enormous time and effort put in by 
Dick Power, Allan John Malcolm Williams and their 
colleagues. 

“They then worked tirelessly to raise funds for 
the refurbishment of the Talbot.” 

He concluded: “The third plaque is to commem¬ 
orate the completion of this work, and the re-open¬ 
ing by the new Welsh First Minister.”

“Some people tend to 
panic at the thought of 
Christmas, as they do at 
birthdays or anniver¬ 
saries.” 

One strategy that she 
suggests, although per¬ 
haps not for everyone, 
would be to revive some 
touching memories. 

“I often suggest to 
families that everyone 


write down a memory of 
the person on gift tags - 
something funny or 
touching that they did - 
which can then be hung 
across the hearth or on 
the tree.

Jonze’s Wild Things are 
enjoyable company!

AVING taken 
us into the 
head of John 
Malkovich, and given 
us a film starring 
Nicolas Cage as a pair 
of twins, it was 
intriguing to see 
where Spike Jonze 
pitched up next. 

However, despite the 
odd outing on music 
video directing duty and 
goofing around with his 
Jackass friends, it 
seemed Jonze was taking 
his time in bringing his 
next project to the big 
screen. 

That wait is now over, 
as his take on Maurice 
Sendak’s Where The 
Wild Things Are finally 
makes it into cinemas. 
The children’s story cen¬ 
tres on Max (Max 
Records), a boy who is 
sent to bed by his moth¬ 
er (Catherine Keener) 
where he invents a magi¬ 
cal world populated by 
ferocious creatures 
(voiced by, among oth¬ 
ers, James Gandolfini, 
Paul Dano and Chris 
Cooper). 

Adopted by the crea¬ 
tures as their leader, 

Max soon starts to 
realise it isn’t what he 
thought... 

Adapting books for 
the big screen can be an 
undeniably fraught 
process - after all, try 
boiling down a 700-page 
book into a 120-minute 
film without losing the 
essence of the story. 

For Spike Jonze and 
fellow scriptwriter Dave 
Eggers, the opposite was 
the case - given Maurice 
Sendak’s original story 
stretched to around 300 
words, just how exactly 
do you manage to main¬ 


tain the core of the nar¬ 
rative while adding in 
enough to make it a fea¬ 
ture-length film? 

The answers that the 
pair have come up with 
may not suit all tastes, 
but Where The Wild 
Things Are is certainly a 
film that is both unique¬ 
ly and indelibly Spike 
Jonze in spirit and feel. 

The director stamps 
his identity all over the 
film, from the low-key 
yet gorgeous visuals to 
the eclectic soundtrack 
that flits in and out of 
the film when needed. 

Much like Wes 
Anderson’s take on 
Fantastic Mr Fox earlier 
this year, this is a chil¬ 
dren’s film that feels far 
more aimed at adults 
than youngsters. 

Both Jonze and 
Eggers do their best to 
give the character of 
Max a suitable back 
story (quick temper, bro¬ 
ken family and a sense 
of being an outsider) and 
manage to locate the 
dark heart that lay at the 
core of Sendak’s original 
tale. 

The pair have great 
fun bringing the dark¬ 
ness to the end product; 
yes, the wild things 
themselves are cuddly of 
a sort, the Jim Henson 
Company doing a fantas¬ 
tic job in bringing these 
previously-only illustrat¬ 
ed characters to wonder¬ 
ful life, but the 
scriptwriters give these 
characters a name, per¬ 
sonality and a sensibility 
all of their own that 
often comes close to 
being more like their 
name. 

Magnifying Max’s 
attitudes and behaviour 
through these characters 
is a neat trick that may

not be keeping in tone 
with the source material, 
but at least allows the 
film to develop and 
deliver more substance. 

It is one of many little 
additions made to give 
the film more depth and 
pad out such a thread¬ 
bare story, but they work 
in fits and starts, the film 
starting to feel a touch 
leggy as it wraps itself 
up. 

That isn’t to take 
away from either Jonze’s 
direction or the perform¬ 
ances. Jonze brings a 
woozy visual feel to the 
film, lending it both a 
childlike simplicity yet 
also a keen eye for some 
beautiful shot composi¬ 
tions that both envelop 
and enrich the drawings 
of the original book, 
while the performances 
sit beautifully within the 
film. 

Max Records gives a 
superb turn as the young 
runaway, capturing both 
the devilish attitude that 
gets him into trouble 
with a fresh naivety that 
slowly unravels as he 
finds himself getting 
embroiled ever more 
deeply into the world of 
the wild things; it is an 
accomplished turn for a 
burgeoning performer. 

Lending their vocal 
talents to the titular char¬ 
acters, actors such as 
James Gandolfini, Chris 
Cooper, and Forest 
Whitaker all give won¬ 
derful performances, 
adding real nuance and 
matching the characters 
that are on screen 
superbly well. 

Were it not for the 
paucity of source materi¬ 
al, Where The Wild 
Things Are would be a 
superb film that looks at 
the complexities of 
growing up and fitting in 
- hardly child-friendly 
material, but presented 
in an engaging way. 

Unfortunately, having 
to pad out the material to 
make a feature-length 
film works against Spike 
Jonze, leaving these wild 
things to be a pleasing, 
if a touch too lengthy, 
experience.

Midwifery 
unit gets 
approval 


PATIENTS’ watch¬ 
dog, the Vale 
Community Health 
Council, has given a 
nod of approval to 
the midwifery-led 
unit at Llandough 
Hospital. 

Facilities include five 
large modern bedrooms, 
two of which have en- 
suite facilities and two 
with double beds, plus a 
birthing pool. 

On a recent visit, CHC 
members were invited to 
talk to two proud sets of 
parents. The first set of 
parents had recently 
moved from the Swansea 
area to the Vale and were 
very impressed with the 
care that they had 
received. 

“The tranquil atmos¬ 
phere was appreciated 
and one family were 
especially contented as 
the midwife was able to 
communicate with them 
in Welsh, their first lan¬ 
guage. 

“They said that an 
added bonus for them 
was the double bed, 


allowing the freedom to 
bond with their baby 
son,” said chief officer 
Gordon Harrop. 

“CHC members 
learned that opening the 
unit has increased the 
number of midwives and 
now includes those who 
have special interests in 
child protection issues, 
and a midwife who liais¬ 
es with the Elan Team 
who look after vulnera¬ 
ble parents. 

“Security seemed to 
be a high priority in the 
unit and, at a clinical 
level, all midwives are 
trained in resuscitation 
for adults and have a well 
equipped room for babies 
in distress,” Mr Harrop 
added. 

CHC chairman, Mrs 
Anita Morgan said: “It is 
imperative that services 
should be safe, but also 
very important that the 
patient experience should 
be as reassuring and nor¬ 
mal as possible. The 
Llandough midwifery led 
unit is a visible example 
of these two require¬ 
ments being met in a 
commendable way.”

(30MPH SPEED RESTRICTION, PROHIBITION 
OF RIGHT TURN AND PROHIBITION OF U TURN) 
(TEMPORARY) ORDER 2009 

On the 17th December 2009 the Vale of Glamorgan Council in exercise of its powers 
under Section 14(1) of the Road Traffic Regulation Act 1984 and of all other enabling 
powers made an Order the general effect of which is as described in the Schedules 
below. 

The Order will come into operation on the 18th December 2009 or on the date that 
the necessary Traffic Signs are in place whichever is the later and a copy of the 
Order may be seen at the address shown below during normal office hours. 

If you wish to question the validity of the Order or any provisions contained therein 
on the grounds that they are not within the powers conferred by the above Act or 
on the grounds that any requirement of the same or that any instrument made 
under it has not been complied with in relation to the Order, you may within six 
weeks from the 18th December 2009 apply to the High Court for this purpose. 

SCHEDULE 1 

1. No person shall cause or permit a motor vehicle to travel at a speed greater than 30 
mph in the location specified in Schedule 2 below.
